State of W ar Exists W ill Be Adopted. 


Washington. 
April 2.— A 
congress 
railed in extraordinary session by the 
president met to determine the most 
important issues before the people of 
the Tinted States since the Civil war. 
It is considered a foregone conclu­ 
sion it either will declare war against 
Germany or declare a state of war ex­ 
ists. 
President Wilson has completed the 
message he will deliver to congress 
and is ready to address a joint ses­ 
sion us soon as tie gets word both 
houses have been organized and are 
ready to hear him. 
Tither before or directly after his 
address the president is expected to 
confer with congressional leaders re- 
gat ding the specific legislation desired 
by the administration. 
Both houses met at noon. 
The sen­ 
ate, already organized, is ready to 
transact business, but in view of the 
fact any war resolution is expected 
to .carry an appropriation It is expect­ 
ed aition will wait on tilt house. 
There is little doubt a war resolu­ 
tion will be passed by large tnajorl 
ties in both houses. 
There are little groups of pacifists 
oj posed to war, except to resist lava 
slon. who will vote and probably talk 
against any warlike moves. 
There ar* 
other groups who have 
their own ideas about what the 1’nifed 
States should do In the present situa 
don. but n o n e I# strong enough to p re 
vt ut action or seriously impede its 
progress.

probably w ill be deemed essential to 
prosecution of whatever course Is de­ 
termined on. 
Additional revenue legislation 
and 
bond issues beyond the authorizations 
In existence to be carried in the war 
resolution will depend on how active 
the United States becomes in Die war. 
Kfforts are certain to be made to 
put 
through 
a 
universal 
military 
training bill. even lf President W il 
son does not endorse it. 
There will 
be much opposition to it, particularly 
tf the belief gains currency such leg 
islation would pave the way for the 
sending of an expeditionary force to 
Europe.
